Collectors are cautioned that likenesses of the $8 note of the 
Merchants’ Bank of South Carolina at Cheraw, illustrated in the 
September issue of the Flying EKaglet, may be spurious. 

Lt. Austin Sheheen, Jr., a collector in Charleston Heights, S. C. 
writes that “the particular bill shown has been reprinted in the last 
year or so by a collector who owns the plates”, who has been selling 
them to the unsuspecting as genuine items. 

The note illustrated, apparently in this category, was obtained 
by the author from a reliable U.S. dealer, who apparently purchased 
it in good faith after it had passed through several hands, 

Lt. Sheheen writes that the Bank had notes of denominations 
$6, $7, $8 and $9, though none were issued, The S8& original is “a 
medium buff colored paper”. The reprint is white. 

“The authentic notes, though unsigned, undated 
issued, are quite scarce and desirable”, he reports, 

The situation reminds one of the “altered :4-D Lincolns”, which 
may or may not have begun in good faith but a menace after pass- 
ing through a number of hands.

THE FROSTED-GEM PROOFS 


(continued from front cover) 







Although Frosted Heads are currently popular they were struck) 
many years ago. The recent interest in these proofs prompted the: 
writer to acquire a set for inspection. Several letters were sent to 
the Philadelphia Mint, The Royal Canadian Mint and collectors for 
their reports and comment as to the manufacturing of proof sets 
After considerable study and research the startling discovery was 
apparent, the writer is of the opinion that these “frosted coins” 
should be classified as GEMS, From the reports received we believe 
Canada is striking “Frosted Coins,’ although they list these as 
Proof-Like. Whatever they are listed as or called a true collector 
would call these Proofs. In fact due to the method used, Gem Proof 
The following are a summary of the authentic reports received, 
you be the judge. 4 


Mrs. Biester, Supt. and the chief coiner of the Philadelphia | 
Mint reports, 2,572 dies were used to strike 1,247,952 1957 proof! 
sets. All the dies used are highly polished, many dies may be re- 
polished several times, but, under no circumstances is the polishing | 
wheel allowed to touch the engraving. After a varying number of | 
strikes the engraved portions of the die (lettering and effigy) takes | 
on the same polished appearance as the field portion. This is caused 
by actual rubbing and movement of the metal when the forming 
blow is struck. Until such time as the engraving portions of the die 
become polished, we have a contrast or Frosted appearance. It then 
is apparent that ALL proofs struck during the early stages are) 
Frosted and Gems. An example of this is the early pattern and 
proof coins. Since patterns are proofs and not struck for regular 
issue a small number are struck. A check of Adams-Woodin, pattern 
book lists these pieces from 1 to approximately 100. An inspection 
of these early low mintage proofs and patterns will show they are 
all Frosted or dull contrast to the highly polished field. Consequent- 
pais were intended as such and should be called and listed as 


It is reasonable to assume there are many GEMS, in proof sets 
unknowingly tucked away. It is seldom a set would contain more 
than (3) coins that are Frosted or GEMS. According to an inspec- 
tion and inquiry the 1¢ and 5¢ piece is the most difficult to find, 
due to the metal contrasting color and would be rare. A close in- 
spection of the sets on the cover page will show a definite difference. 
A real challenge to the collector would be to acquire a complete 
set of these Frosted Gems. 


The method would be to buy these or check their stock, if 
found, break the set up and use these singles to complete a set. 
The lower the mintage the tougher it will get to complete a set. 
If these GEM sets prove popular with the collector, the 1936 set 
rare as it is, would be valued several times more than they are today. 


A. P. Master, the Director of the Royal Mint of Ottawa, Can- 
ada, forwarded his reply. The following is the more direct contents 
of his letter. 


The current silver coins are composed of 80% fine silver and 
20% pure copper. The bronze cent is composed of 98% copper 
1%% zine and %% tin. The dies are completely Chromium Plated 
and polished. The writer assumes the engraved portions are not 
polished, as this is the part that would give the dull frost contrast. 
A similar method as used by the U.S. mint. The reason for this 
dullness is to obtain a contrast which gives a much nicer appear- 
ance. The writer feels the Chromium plating method used allows 
the contrast appearance to be effective many times longer on these 
Proof-Like Sets, before the engraved part becomes polished as the 
field, due to the platings durability. 


The coins issued for the collectors are of the regular issue, the 
only difference being, when they leave the presses they are not 
allowed to contact each other. So here we have a number of differ- 
ent title names and methods, but the principles and intentions are 
the same. Proof-Like, Frosted Heads and Gems to the writer they 
are all the same when they come out of the wash. 


Since the 1957 issue was the greatest, the chances of finding 
a Gem or Frosted coin in your set is very good. A tabulation of the 
dies used indicates a number of Gems were struck at each changing 
of the dies. The future holds the following possibilities, a greater 
interest in Proofs, a standard listing of GEMS and revised values.

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HISTORICAL INTEREST TO THE TOKEN COLLECTOR 


Arthur Spidel of Box 457, Brewster, Ohio, came about a huge can 
full of early money and tokens left to him by his family. Among 
them were the enclosed tokens of Abraham Lincoln and Hannibal 
Hamlin dated 1860. These rare items are called vignettes or daguer- 
reotype. They are brass frames about 1/8” thick and about the size 
of a quarter. Although Lincoln was always associated with a beard 
this rare photo shows ham clean shaved. No doubt this was Lincoln 
in his younger days as a candidate for the Presidency. These tokens 
were political items. Hannibal Hamlin, born in Paris, Maine, was an 
American statesman and senator. He was the vice president under 
L-ncoln. Collectors or dealers with added information and value of 
these tokens should write our office or to Mr. Spidel. 


NEWARK COIN CONVENTION OF NEW JERSEY 
NEWARK COIN CLUB—HOST 

The best Convention for sales in years, was the opinion of most 
of the dealers. The auction brought record prices in some types of 
obsolete currency and there was standing room only for an over- 
flow crowd. On hand were 22 dealer tables. It was estimated that 
1500 people saw the exhibits. The Convention at the Y.M.-Y.W.C.A. 
was from 9:00 A.M. to 10:00 P.M. Sept. 13, and the 40 by 60 foot 
Bourse Room and the two exhibit rooms were crowded from opening 
to closing. This was one of the best advertised conventions in the 
Metropolitan area, with many New Jersey Newspapers and radio 
participating. City Hall had a banner up for a week proclaiming 
this event and the Art Museum put coins on display such as the 
rare 1804 Silver Dollar that had not seen the light of day in the 
laps of 30 years. 


Many organizations were well represented here as the regis- 
tration cards indicated. M.A.N.A. was fully in attendance with Mr. 
Jones, Solomon, and Kaptik. Many prominent numismatists com- 
mented on the turnout and they came early and stayed late in the 
moclern new “‘Y’’ with its comfortable lounge and reasonably priced 
cafeteria, plenty of ice water drinking fountains and modern rest 
rooms added to the comfort of those renewing old acquaintances. 
Much credit goes to the Committees who gave their efforts to this 
affair as I observed it first hand. There were ten first prizes for the 
exhibits, of engraved large bronze medals, for ten catagories and 
it was difficult to decide who had the best among such a superior 
display of artistic, rare and beautiful objects. If there is another 
affair next year it will be subscribed several times over.

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THE 1804 DOLLAR 
By C. Lynn Glaser 

The fact that only seven out 
of the 19,570 dollars struck in 
1804 remain has constently baf- 
fled coin collectors. There are two 
major schools of thought on the 
subject, the first and most pop- 
ular is that the entire mintage of 
1804 silver dollars accidently re- 
placed a shipment of Spanish 
dollars, in payment for Louisi- 
anna, but the ship that was car- 
ry.ng them was sunk, the second 
theory is that the entire mintage 
was melted down to halt specu- 
lation. 

There is a third theory how- 
ever it is held by only a small 
minority of numismatist that all 
known silver dollars were struck 
between 1836 and 1840. Here are 
the reasons for my personal be- 
lief in this theory. 

1. A document recently came 
to my attention stating that 19,- 
570 dollars were struck late in 
1803 probably from 1803 dies 
Under the old system of filing 
directors reports these would 
probably be listed under 1804. 

2. The first 1804 dollar appear- 
ed in 1843. It seems odd that this 


coin would be lying around the 


mint since 1804, especially con- 
sidering the fact the mint build- 
ing was moved in 1833. The dies 
also came to light about 1860 
and were reported to be in good 
condit:on, they would be if they 
had only struck a few patterns. 

3. The first 1804 silver dollar 
was a proof. Proofs didn’t became 
generally known until 1817, the 
few existing before were mostly 
struck for use as patterns. 

4. Even though the 1804 silver 
dollar is a bust type the coinage 
techniques resemble those of 1840 
more closely.

As a matter of fact it began to 
tickle my curiosity bone as to 
how such a convincing job of al- 
teration could be done on another 
date Liberty Head nickel. The 
owner had turned down a $500.00 


cash offer for the coin I learned 
from my neighbor. 
During the long ride out to| 


the home where the nickel lay I| 
pondered the words I would use | 
to ease the pain of the proud 
possessor who planned to pay off | 
his home with the proceeds of the | 
sale. It was better he should get 
acquainted with the facts, I fig- 
ured, than sell the coin to some- 
one else and perhaps be sued for 
fraud at a later date! 

I’ll spare the details after ar- 
rival except to say that the coin 
was, of course, a clever 1910 
with the ‘0’ altered into a ‘3’.| 
(They also make them with 1903 
nickels, you will find!) 

But that isn’t the end of the 
story. The owner’s wife brought 
out a little bag of Indian cents 
and I looked through them quick- 
ly, meanwhile consoling the oc- 
cupants of the house as best I 
could on their lack of fortune. 
There were eighty-five Ind. cents 
and they were the usual 1890- 
1908 common Indians until I 
reached the 18th coin. I almost 
fell off the chair! It was a 1909-S 
Indian cent! Condition: nearly 
fine with edge bruises, and per- 
fectly good for most any collect- 
tor’s album. It was hardly com- 
pensation for the deflated balloon 
but it provided a r2al “O. Honiy 
ending” for 2 very unusual morn-
